Florida r e ma i ns the deciding 
factor for the pr esi dency 

On Tues. Nov. 7, the election that 
would determine whether Gov. George 
W. Bush of Texas or Vice-President Al 
Gore would be the next president was 
televised on stations across the nation. At 
first it looked like Gore would be the winner 
until Florida took back its 25 electoral votes due to a 
premature assumption. 

Once Florida had their tally, Bush led by 975 votes. 
By state law, Florida was required to recount if the 
margin of votes are more then .5% apart. Machine 
recount determined that Bush lead by 300 votes not 
including overseas absentee ballots. Gore challenged 
the recount and called for a manual recount. On Mon. 
the 13th, Florida Secretary of State, Katherine Harris, 
set a deadline of Tues. the 14th at 5p.m. EST for the 
completion of the manual recounts. After which, Gore 
was granted his appeal for yet another extention for 
further manual recounts. 

During the various recounts, the more that the 
ballots were handled, the more the chads were 
damaged and the votes rejected. Chads are pref orated 
pieces of paper that are punched out to vote for a 
voter’s person of choice. 

The debating and fighting over who would be the 
next president lasted through November and much of 
December. There were appeals and lawsuits filed in 
many counties, the Florida Surpreme and the United 
States Surpreme Courts. The decision was finally made 
by the United States Surpreme Court on December 12 
that Bush was the 43rd president, 
information complied from The Des Moines Register, The New 
York Times, and Newsweek
